Ferguson, now part of the 
French-based Thomson Elec¬ 
tronics empire, are about to 
launch a pocket-size colour 
TV with a 6.6cm liquid crystal 
(LCD) screen. The PTV01 Is 
manufactured In Japan but 
will be selling under the Fer¬ 
guson brand name for 
around £250. Features in¬ 
clude push-button channel 
selection, on-screen tuning 
display and built-in tele¬ 
scopic aerial. Power for the 
set which measures just 85 x 
145 X 35mm, is provided by six 
AA-type cells, which will give 
up to six-hours operation. 
Optional extras include re¬ 
chargeable batteries, AC 
charger/power supply and 
car power lead.
